Wasmxorox, D. C., July 19.—[Special.]— 
The President today ended the uncertainty 
about the Supreme bench vacancy. He sent 
jn the notnination of George Shiras to suc- 

oed Justice Bradley. 

The appointment of Judge Shiras is doubt- 
‘Jess a disappointment to Attorney-General 

Miller. The President has held the nomina- 
tion open, trusting that the conditions would 
be favorable for putting Mr. Miller on the 
bench. But it became advisable to make the 
nomination before the Senate adjourned, so 
that the new Judge could be confirmed and 
take his seat at the October term. The At- 
‘torney-General, in his loyalty to the Presi- 
dent, accepted the situation without com- 
plaint. 

It. is stated the appointment of Judge Shiras 
is not particularly acceptable to Senators 
‘Quay and Cameron, at least it was not made 
at their request, but the Pittsburg members 
of Congress are pleased with it. 

Judge Shiras was talked of for the vacancy 
soon after the death of Justice Bradley, 
though he did not seek the position then de- 
\eause there were other Pennsylvania jurists who 
were backed. One of these was Chief Justice 
‘Paxton of the State Supreme Court. New 
‘Jersey was also anxious to keep the place on 
the bench and Judge Green of that State was 
pressed. Out of these candidates the Presi- 
dent found it hard to make a choice, and 
solved the difficulty by going to Western 
Pennsylvania. — 

It is stated that the decision to fill the 
yacancy was not reached until yesterday, 
when the President returned from Cape May. 
The members of the court were anxious to 
have the vacancy filled before the October 
‘term, the more so because Justice Harlan may 
be absent then attending the sittings of the 
‘Bering Sea Arbitration Commission in Paris. 
The Judiciary committee will probably hold a 

special meeting to act on the nomination. 
Though Senator Quay is not pleased it is not 
believed that he will undertake to prevent the 
‘confirmation of Judge Shiras.

LINDERFELT SAID TO HAVE LEFT BOSTON 


His Whereabouts Unknown Since News of 
the Charges Was Published, 

Boston, Mass., July 19.—[Special.]—K. A. 
Linderfelt, the embezzling ex-Librarian of 
the Milwaukee Public Library, arrived in Bos- 
ton Saturday morning, but is now, according 
to Sevretary Davidson of the Boston Library 
Bureau Association, in parts unknown. A 
dispatch from Milwaukee received last night 
said that Mayor Somers had directed the Dis- 
trict Attorney to rearrest him, that a new 
complaint will be drawn up covering items 
not contained in the old charge, and that a 
requisition for his return will be secured from 
Gov. Peck of Wisconsin. Ihe announcement 
was spread over the country this morning, 
particularly in the Boston papers, because of 
the forced absence of Linderfelt from the 
“Hub.” Secretary Davidson of the Boston 
Library Bureau, when seen today, said: 

I do not know where he is, but surmise 
that he has left town. He called here Satur- 
day, but owing to the various engagements 
previously made I had not much of an oppor-

Edmund Dodgson, Insurance Agent, Anx- 
iously Sought at Neenah, 

Nzewan, Wis., July 19.—[ Special. Edmund 
Dodgson, an insurance agent and broker of 
this city, has created a stir in insurance circles 
by his sudden disappearance from the city and 
his supposed trip to England. A week 
ago tonight he left for Chicago. Yester- 
day his office clerk received a letter 
from him dated New York, July 
15, saying he had decided to spend his vacation 
in England and would be back about Sept. 1. 
In his career of six years here he at times 
created some 2 but had ed the 
good will of many of the business- men and 
did a large business.

The six men jumped to 
one side, then to the other, and then came a 
big splash. Then the heads of the men could 
be seen bobbing up all around the boat, and 
the crew made efforts to get on top of it, as it 
lay bottom up. Then the six men succeeded 
and stood on top, rulling several ropes. Over 
came the B. B. McClellan and back went 
several of the men into the water. But they 
didn’t stay there long. They clambered 
aboard on all sides of the boat. By this time 
all the water in the boat had been taken care 
of by the automatic bailing apparatus and the 
men were ready to give away at the order.

RIGHTING THE BOAT. 


Four times the boat was capsized and righted, 
much to the wetting of the life-savers and to 
the enjoyment of those on land. 

But how is the feat accomplished? Capt. 
Lawson stands in the stern of the boat and 
faces the bow. To his left, or on the port 
side of the surf-boat, sit Kindig, Ewing, Wil- 
son, and Wilkinson; on the starboard side sit 
Fowler, Loining, and Holt. On each side of 
the boatare tied three pieces of rope, one for- 
ward, one amidships, and one aft. These 
ropes are the means used in handling the boat 
in capsizing and righting her. The boat is 
always capsized toward the port side and 
righted the same way, it turning a complete 
circle in the process, 

When the order to capsize is given Fowler 
and Ewing drop over the port rail into the 
water, each holding on to one of 
the ropes on that side. 
hindmost rope on the port side 
is thrown around under the stern of the boat 
and brought up over the starboard rail. This 
is grasped by Wilkinson. Wilson catches the 
hindmost rope on the starboard side. Loin- 
ing takes the rope in front of Wilson, and

OCEAN MAIL SERVICE TO AUSTRALIA. 


Congress Will Be Ashed to Make a Liberal 
Appropriation, 

San Francisco, Cal., July 19.—The Chamber 
of Commerce today adopted resolutions reciting 
that the Australian mail service is performed 
at the present time by the Oceanic Steamship 
company of San Francisco, an exclusively 
American corporation, with the aid of one 
British steamship, the employment of which 
is obligatory under the contract with the New 
Zealand Government, which pays most of the 
cost. This contract expires in November, 
1892, and there is almost a certainty that the 
service will de abandoned unless the Post- 
office Department of the United States here- 
after bears a reasonable share of the cost of 
maintaining it. The Chamber of Commerce 
therefore feels it incumbent upon it to press 
upon Congress the necessity for appropriating 
such sum as will insure a continuance of the 
American mail service to Australia. 


TO MAKE THEM ALL ELECTRIC LINES. 


Capitalists Trying to Acquire and Consoli- 
date New Orleans Street-Car Stock. 

New Orreans, La., July 19.—[Special,]— 
Prominent local capitalists, acting partly 
with an outside syndicate, have made 
offers for the purchase of some of 
the street railroads, and have fixed 
the price at which they are endeavoring 
to obtain options on the stock. The scheme 
is to consolidate all the street railways in the 
city under one management and to operate 
all the lines by electric power. The Carroll- 
ton railroad is now converting its road into a 
trolley system, and this fact is having a great 
deal to do with hastening the combination. 
It will be extended so as to furnish not only 
the public light and power to the city but also 
to operate the majority of the street-car lines.

RUNNING THINGS INTO THE GROUND,

lican County, Congressional, and Senatorial 
conventions in Cook County this fall. 

The bosses are not so much concerned about 
the fitness of the candidates, their availability, 
or their ability to help the State and National 
ticketa as about their skill m manipulating 
primaries and their prospective usefulness to 
the bosses in the event of election. Perhaps 
the officeholding bosses may not find the con- 
ventions as subservient to them as they at 
present imagine. There has been too much 
of the prearranged slate business already in 
the State, and some of the bosses and some of 
the candidates are beginning to regret their 
part in it. 

It was the slate-arrangement plan which 
prevented the nomination of a German for 
any of the State offices by the Republicans. 
This is an omission which the leaders of the 
party are disposed to regret now. Will they 
persist in further mischiefmaking? 

It is currently rumored that certain of those 
bosses have determined to nominate as can- 
didate for Coroner the Republican Senator of 
a doubtful district, two. years of whose time 
is yet to run, thus creating 4 vacancy which 
the Democrats may fill; also that they have 
determined on nominating in another district 
the attorney of the gamblers, who appeared 
as the lobbyist of that set of disreputables in 
Springfield last session in support of a bill to 
facilitate the violation of the law against 
gainbling. It may be that the bosses can 
force such nominations on a convention. They 
cannot force the people to elect the nomi- 
nees. 

Would it not be a good idea for the bosses, 
seeing that they have failed to make entirely 
acceptable nominations so far to give 
people some voice in the selection of candi- 
dates?

Col. Davis and Judge Altgeld Go to Wash- 
ton to Labor with the Conference Com- 
mittee—Democrats Disgusted at the Ac- 
tion of the House—Party Success Jeop- 
ardized—Director Bryan Reposes Faith 
in Providence—Surprise That Congress 
Should Repudiate the Exposition. 

Director-General George R. Davis and John 
P. Altgeld, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, left on the same train yester- 
day afternoon for Washington to advance the 
interests of the appropriation of $5,000,000 for 
the World’s Fair. ; 
Col. Davis went at the urgent solicitation of 
Director Lyman J. Gage, to whom had been 
confided by the Board of Directors the au- 
thority to take such action as he might see fit in 
regard to the appropriation. After consulta- 
tion with Director Thomas P. Bryan, Mr. Gage 
requested Col. Davis to depart immediately 
for Washington. This the Colonel did at 5 
o’clock in the afternoon. He went also with 
full power to represent the Chicago Board of 
Directors. Col. Davis has been given great 
credit for the selection by Congress of Chicago 
for the site of the World’s Fair. When he left 
yesterday, therefore, his powers for represen- 
tation were unconditional, and friends of the 
Exposition hope he will be able to once more 
bring victory for Chicago from imminent 
defeat. 

Candidate Altgeld had a double purpose in 
view. In the first instance he is credited with 
having a lively interest in the Fair, and in the 
second place he is said to have realized that 
the unfavorable action of the Democratic 
House toward the Appropriation bill endan- 


| gered Democratic success in [Illinois next 


November. Mr. Altgeld, it appears, required 
no more than one or two hours to make up 
his mind after the vote was taken in the Lower 
House killing the World’s Fair appropriation 
that the Democrats had made a big mistake. 
Announcement of the vote was made about 1 
o’clock and two hours later Mr. Altgeld was 
ready to goto Washington and tell Demo- 
cratic Congressmen they were jeopardizing 
Democratic success in [Illinois by voting 
against the Fair.

TO MAKE LIMITED SELLING PRICES. 


New York Wholesale Grocers Enter Into a 
Sugar Combination, 

New York, July 19.—[Special.|—The an- 
nouncement was made on the Mercantile Ex- 
change today that the Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation had decided to adopt a plan for 
limited selling prices for refined sugars. It 
was understood that nearly all of the dealers 
in the trade had entered the combination. 
The Secretary of the association has forward- 
ed to salesmen instructions as follows: 


The lowest selling price for sugar at all points 
named in our pamphlets and for ail towns ro- 
ceiving sugar at the respective points will be the 
American Sugar Refining — > card price, 
to which must be added to each 100 pounds the 
amount standing opposite said ts where 
sugars are delivered--the customer to have credit 
on his bill for the amount of freight paid by him 
from the jobbing point where he buys his goods. 

In order to equalize cost to buyers at points 
where local jobbers deliver sugars to their cus- 
tomers free of cartage, outside jobbers can rebate 
to their customers, at such points only, an 
amount equal to the estimated cost of delivering 
sugar from freight stations to customers stores. 

Secretary Lyon said the plan is the same 
that has operated well in the New England 
States, and he is confident that it will be found 
as great a success in New York, The arrange- 
ment, which is Known as the equity\gystem, 
cannot fail to give satisfaction to the trade.

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MAYOR WASHBURNE NOT PLEASED 
WITH HIS NEW TROTTER.

Mayor Washburneyis defendantin a replevin 
guit brought yesterday in Justice Brayton’s 
court.

which he was to pay $250 and give in trade a 
bob-tailed horse of which he was the owner. 
The horses were exchanged and Mr. Freder- 
icks says the Mayor promised to mail a check 
for the money the following day. This, it is 
claimed, was not done, and when a week had 


-elapsed Fredericks called at the City Hall to 


remind the Mayor that the $250 could be used 
by his firm to advantages. 

' Fredericks says he was again told the check 
would be sent the next day, but it wasn’t, and 


that two more calls resulted fruitlessly. 


A few days ago, Mr. Fredericks says, while 
he and his partner were absent from their sta- 
bles, Mayor Washburne sept Dr. McMann, the 
city veterinary surgeou, to their barn to get 
the bob-tailed horse. Dr. McMann, it is alleged, 
told the man in charge of the barn that the 
Mayor wanted to get the horse to use for a 
few days. and that he would pay $1.50 per day 
for the animal’s hire. The bob-tail was turned 
over to the horse doctor, who transferred him 
to the Mayor’s stables. 

A few days after, Mr. Fredericks says, he 
received word from Mayor Washburne that 
the animal purchased by him was unsatisfac- 
tory, and that he would return him. This 
proposition Fredericks & Co, refused to accept, 
as the Mayor had already had the horse more 
than four weeks, which, Fredericks says, is 
sufficient time to kill any horse. Beside that, 
Mr. Fredericks says, at the time he delivered 
the horse to the Mayor he had a beautiful 
flowing tail. The Mayor is not fond of long- 
tailed horses, so he had the animal’s tail 

„ Mr. Fredericks claims. This, Mr. 
Fredericks says, has hurt the animal for sale 
and makes him a second-ciass horse. 

Not being able to possession of his bob- 
tailed horse Mr. Fredericks yesterday went to 
Justice Brayton’s court and swore out a re- 
plevin writ for the animal.

Barley, spring wheat, and oats are doing well. 
Some rust reported in barley from Kenosha and 
Jeiferson Counties, and slight damage from 
chinch bugs in Trempealeau County. 

The apple crop is reported to be very poor in 
Kenosha, Waukesha, Jefferson, and Washington 
Counties, and in no section of the State does it 
promise to be abundant.

D. C. Whether it was made in earnest or 
whether it wes said in a moment of sudden 
rage, caused by apparent weakening in the 
rank and file of the strikers, remains to be 
seen. 

Certain it is, however, that the bitterness on 
the part of those who have been prominent in 
the strike is increasing. The man who made 
the threat was subpoenaed today as a witness 
in the case against Burgess McLuckie. The 
action of the company in swearing out war- 
rante was being discussed at the strikers’ 
headquarters when this man made the threat 
to use dynamite. 

Nothing has been heard here of Chairman 
a one of the Advisory commit- 
tee admitted frankly tonight that none of the 
committee knew where he had gone or when 
he would return. He was to have returned 
today, and the fact that he did not had given 
rise to the belief in the minds of many of the 
strikers that he fled te escape arrest. 


The Strikers Depressed. 


This, together with the arrest of Burgess 
McLuckie, has had a depressing effect on the 
ranks of the strikers. They are showing signs 
of weakening all along the line. Col. Green, 
the Provost Marshal, who has taken a part in 
suppressing labor riots for the last fifteen 
years, said today that in his 
opinion the backbone of the’ strike 
was broken; the coming of the 
militia and the swearing out of the warrants 
had done it. ! 

No more of the strikers for whom warrants 
were taken out yesterday were arrested here 
today. Constable Wehr came up from Pitts- 
burg today with twenty-five subpoenas for wit- 
nesses in the case against Burgess McLuckie. 
He only succeded in obtaining service on 
Capt. O. C. Coon, Owen Murphy, Joseph 
Mort, Walter Greig, Peter Nau, C. Richard- 
son, C. W. Mansfield, J. M. Bower, Joseph 
Martin, and T. B. Bridges. 

Secretary Lovejoy this afternoon stated 
that a number of new informations for mur- 
der had been made — the Homestead 
strikers and warran aced in the hands of 
the constables for arrest. 

The locked out men pro to make a great 
legal fight for the acquittal of the persons 
against whom informations have been made. 
They have secured the services of Gen. B. F. 


Butler and ex Gov. Hoadiy of Ohio, who will 


be here to defend the men. 

It is not thought that any opposition will be 
made to Burgess MeLuckie's release on bail, 
and the only question raised will be the 
amount in which he is to be held. Secretary 
Lovejoy says that so far as he knows the com- 
pany will make no objection to McLuckie’s 
going out on bail. 

W. J. Brennan said today: We are mak- 
ing this a test case, and if MeLuckie is re- 
leased on bail, as I have no doubt he will be, 
the other men will at once surrender, waive 
hearing, and give bail for court. We have 
not decided when, if at all, to bring informa- 
tion against the Carnegie officials and the 
Pinkertons, but I am pretty certain it will be 
done. We will have a consultatien and de- 
eide. 

Gov. Pattison in Homestead. 


Gov. Pattison and his staff arrived at Home- 
stead this morning, Camp life did not seem 
to suit him, for mstead of establishing his 
headquarters with the soldiers he secured 
rooms in the comfortable home of General 
Superintendent oe of the Carnegie mills. 
His staff is qua ntwo houses adjoining, 
which are owned by the Carnegie company.

Tun 10 census bulletin presents some in- 
teresting statistics of crime, chiefly homicides, 
in 1890. The North Atlantic States had 28,. 
258 prisoners; the South Atlantic, 11,409, of 
whom 8,868 were negroes; the North Central, 
19,854; the South Central, 16,084, of whom 
10,381 were negroes; and the Western, 6,724, 
of whom 393 were Chinese and 120 In Iians. 
In respect to population the first five States 
rank as follows in tne crimina) record: 


Missouri. . 2,670,180 
Nearly half the prisoners are unmarried. 
The percentage of those who can both read 
and write is 61.73; of those who can read 
only, 4.84; of those who can do neither, 33.43, 
while 253 of them have received a higher edu- 
cation. The habits of 978 in respect to the 
use of intoxicating liquor are not stated. The 
remaining 6,378 are classed as follows: Total 
abstainers, 1,282; moderate drinkers, 3,829; 
drunkards, 1,267—which goes to show that in- 
temperance is not such a prolific cause of 
crime as is generally supposed. To make 
these statistics complete it- should be stated 
that there were 4,290 murders committed in 
1890, 102 persons hanged and 126 lynched. 


THE HOUSE STRIKES A BLOW AT THE 
WORLD'S FAIR. 


By a rising vote of the House in Committee 
of the Whole the $5,000,000 appropriation in 
souvenir half dollars for the World’s Fair was 
defeated yesterday, 78 ayes and 132 noes, 125 
members being absent. Tellers being called 
for the vote stood ayes 91, noes 116. The 
identity of the votes will not be fully 
determined and the record will not be made 
until the ayes and noes are called in the House 
on the final vote upon the bill with the Senate 
amendments stricken out. The proposition 
to close the Fair on Sundays was carried by a 
viva voce vote of 78 to 74, and tellers were 
ordered with the result, 102 ayes to 72 noes, 
As this was concurrence with the Senate the 
Sunday closing must stand. The liquor pro- 
hibition amendment was rejected by 41 to 189. 
The $100,000 appropriation for the medals and 
diplomas was agreed to, but the House sub- 
stituted its appropriation of $316,500 for the 
government exhibit instead of $500,000, the 
sum named by the Senate. 

Thus the World’s Fair bill stands. It had a 
ragged time of it in the House. It has been 
stabbed and shot at by the envious enemies of 
Chicago; but Chicago will still hope that ail 


‘is not yet lost, because these amendments were 


defeated in the Committee of the Whole in the 


House when a third of its members were 


absent. 

After the billshall have been passed as it 
now stands by the House, it must go to the 
Senate again. That body will find many of 
its amendments stricken out, among them 
the $5,000,000 World’s Fair memorial subscrip- 
tion, which only one-fifth of its members 
voted against, and which was defeated in the 


House by the small ratio of 6 to 5, and it may 


call for a conference. Unless the Speaker of 
the House shall appoint a conference commit- 
tee composed of men implacably hostile to 
Chicago and who will not agree to any con- 
cession, it is possible yet that all may not be 
lost, and that the House, when the absentees 
come in, may concur in the conference report. 
If the Speaker takes the opposite course, then 
the aid may be lost. It will only require a 
change of twelve or thirteen votes to agree to 
a conference report appropriating the sou- 
venir money, and as all the members are anx- 
ious to get home Chicago will hope at least 
that justice may yet be done her in this mat- 
ter. 

There are some political considerations which 
the majority of the House have strangely over- 
looked that are not good politics on the eve of 
a Presidential election, when the ayes and noes 
must go upon the record in black and white. 
Congres# ordered the World's Fair to be held 
and selected Chicago as the site, and provided 
for 106 Federal Commissioners to manage it. 
This National Commission reported that five 
millions more are necessary to carry out their 
enlarged plans. It is an awkward thing to 
repudiate this recommendation. They may 
remember the two resolutions passed by the 
Republican and Democratic conventions in 
Minneapolis and Chicago in the month of

Is it possible the House has thoughtfully re- 
flected upon the injurious if not disastrous effect 
of its action on the minds of foreign nations 
who are actively preparing to send magnifi- 
cent exhibits to the World's Columbian Fair? 
When the ocean cables spread the news over 
Europe and the Southern American republics 
that the American Congress refuses to 
adequately aid its own exposition it must 
have a chilling influence. It will be 
interpreted to mean that the Amer- 
ican Government is taking no interest 
in the Exposition to which it invited all the 
nations, and does not care whether it proves a 
success or a failure. Can the Democrats 
afford to make 
such a record? Can they afford 
to thus stop this great national undertaking? 
Such action must inevitably exasperate mill- 
ions of voters irrespective of party. The plea 
of economy will not go. The whole amount 
of aid thus far voted by Congress is Jess than 
three cents per capita of the population of this 
great, rich country.

“THE PRESENT INDUSTRIAL SYSTEM 
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MUST GO.” | 

At the meeting of the Trade and Labor 
Council last Sunday Mr. Thomas J. Morgan, 
Socialist, introduced a strmg of resolutions 
which were adopted by the 300 persons pres- 
ent, who claim to be the representatives of 
the organized labor of Chicago. One of them 
reads as follows: 

While pledging our steadfast lobalty to our 
comrades we insist that no permanent settlement 
can be effected by $1 a ton increase, 1 cent an 
hour more or a few minutes less labor a day, 
but that the present industrial system must go, 
either by the sovereign power of the people 
expressed through legislation or by the same 
power expressed by a people maddened by their 
wrongs. 

This sounds as if it had been drafted by an 
Anarchist for the edification of a body of 
liquor-muddied fellows saturated with the 
doctrines of Marx, Liebknecht, and the Avel- 
ings. This is a declaration that such little 
changes as the shortening of the hours of la- 
bor two hours a day or.ten hours’ pay for 
eight hours’ work will not suffice, There must 
be an utter overthrow of the present indus- 
trial system, *‘ peaceably if we can, forcibly if 
we must. 

What is the system which, if tne worst 
comes to the worst, a “people maddened by 
wrongs (a few thousands of Anarchists out 
of 66,000,000 people) will sweep away? It is 
based on individual liberty, including the right 
to acquire property in all lawful ways and use 
and dispose of it asseems best to the owner. 
Under the present system one man 
or several, uniting together, can engage in 


industrial pursuits, and can hire other men to 


work for them on such terms as may be 
agreed upon. If the latter do not like the 
work or the wages, or the employer, they can 
leave and go elsewhere, or they can set up in 
business for themslves and be hirers instead 
of hired. 

The workingman is free to sell the smallest 
number of hours of his time for the largest 
price he can get. Whatever he receives is his 
own, No man can dictate to him the use he 
shall make of it. If he chooses he can buy a 
home which is absolutely his as against the 
rest of the world. If he wishes to squander 
his money no one can prevent him. If he 
does not want to work he cannot be forced to. 
He jis a free agent. So, too, is the em ployer. 
If he succeeds in business what he makes is 
his property to deal with as he sees fit. If he 
fails and loses what he has that is his affair. 

What these anarchistic brawlers from be- 
yond the seas denounce as an industrial sys- 
tem which must be done away with, by mus- 
kets and dynamite if necessary, is the system 
of American contitutional liberty and gov- 
ernment. As the Virginia Bill of Rights of 
1776 says, and as every American Constitution 
has said after it: . 

All men are by nature equally free and inde 
pendent, and have certain inherent rights, of 
which, when they enter into a state of society, 
they cannot by any compact deprive or divest 
their posterity—namely: the enjoyment of life 
and liberty, with the means of a¢quiring and 
possessing proverty, and pursuing and obtaining 
happiness and safety. 

The industrial and political systems of this 
country are one and inseparable, and the 
power which pulls down the one, whether it be 
the “sovereign people,” or Morgan, mad- 
dened by his wrongs” and throwing bombs 
at the rest of the citizens of Chicago, will at 
the same time pull down the other, and chaos 
will take their place, 

There 1s no reason to believe that the citi- 
zens of Illinois will abandon the present 
social, political, and industrial organization 
to accommodate Tommy Morgan’s 300 Marx- 
ites of Chicago. Therefore, if any change is 
made it will be as the result of tne violont 
action intimated in the resolution, But while 
Tommy and his associates are yet cool and 
collected, and before they have been worked 
up to fever heat by whisky or wrongs,“ 
they ought to state what kind of system 
they intend to substitute for the present 
one of personal liberty and prop- 
erty. Do they propose to introduce 
the State socialistic scheme, better known as 
the penitentiary system, with themselves as 
the well-paid wardens and superintendents, 
and the rest of the community as the convicts, 
who are set their daily stint by their bosses, 
and given their daily rations and liquor and 
their yearly supply of clothing and fuel? 

It would be much better if these alien im- 
portations would let the foundation stones of 
American institutions alone, and, if they must 
pass resolutions, would get up some of a more 
respectable character. If they feel that they 
are sent into the world to remodel faulty sys- 
tems let them attack some which stand sadly 
in need of alteration. There is the Chicago 
street and alley cleaning system, for instance. 
Why do not Morgan and his followers assail 
that and aid in improving it? Why cannot 
they say a good word for cleanliness, temper- 
ance, industry, or some of the other virtues? 
If they paid some attention to those subjects 
they might forget the wrongs which they 
say will “‘madden” them and drive them to 
the use of dynamite—and society to the use of 
the gallows. 3 
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THE MAJAH TURNS UP AT LAST FOR 
FREE TRADE. 

About a month ago Majah Jones appeared 
in the prize-ring of the Chicago convention as 
the champion. of those individuals who 
wanted to force a protection tariff straddle 
into the national platform for the benefit of 
Cleveland, who had been elected on sucha 
straddle in 1884. The memorable conflict 
which took place on that occasion between 
the St. Louis Goose and the free trade 
Bantam from Louisville has not been for- 
gotten. The eyes of Jones were blackened, 
his nose was mashed down, and his teeth were 
knocked out. He was put to sleep in one 
short round—so to speak—by the free trade 
champion Watterson. 

Thereupon the Majah disappeared from 
public view. He was too busy nursing his 
bruises to wield the pen. He hung his harp 
upon the willows, for he remembered what 
happened in Chicago. At last he has found 
his tongue. After debating with himself for 
a month whether he should resent the Watter- 
sOnian pommeling or should own up that the 
editor of the Courier-Journal was the best 
man of the two, he has decided toeat crow. 
He goes at it thus: 

If favored capitalists are to build up the in- 
dustries of the country " by establishing vast 
mills and works in which employés earn $700 a 
year and receive only $350 for their share, they 
must have the privilege of having Winchester- 
armed battalions at hand to shoot down these 
employés when they become obstreperous and re- 
fractory under a reduction of wages. The McKin- 
leyites cannot disown their offspring. Carnegie, 
Cluny Castle, Pinkortonism, barricades, mas- 
sacres, and protection came together and they 
must stand or fall together. As long as protec- 
tion stays Pinkertonism will stay with it. When 
protection goes its accompaniments will zo too. 

All the protoctionism has been knocked out 
of the Majah by the fistic arguments of Mr. 
Watterson, He looks back with horror upon 
his former straddling attitude and is thankful 
to Larry Neal and the others who banged the 
nonsense out of him and forced him to recog- 
nize the fact that protection, even in the strad-

WHY I8 THE CHEROKEE STRIP NOT 
OPENED? 

The speech made in the House Monday last 
by Jerry Simpson of Kansas on the opening 
of the Cherokee Strip in the Indian Territory 
will be likely to attract pubiic attention. 
Besides this it contains charges of ctooked- 
ness which should at once secure investiga- 
tion by the Secretary of the Intgrior, For 


more than a year thousands of people, desir- 


ous of securing a home, have been waiting for 
the opening of this strip of five millions of acres, 
some of it the finest land in the United States. 
The Commissioners long ago came to an 
agreement with the Indians and made a satis- 
factory treaty, which has been reported to the 
President and by the President to the House, 
The bill calls for an appropriation of $8,000,- 
000, but at the prices of the land fixed in the 
bill, some of it $2.50 per acre and the remain- 
der $1.00 per acre, the government will make 


a profit of from $2,500,000 to $3,000,000 above 


what it will pay for it, so the appropriation is 
only in the nature of a profitable loan. Un- 
der such circumstances as these, and with 
thousands of persons waiting on the Kansas 
border to go into the strip and secure homes, 
why is it that the strip has not been opened? 

Jerry Simpson’s answer to this question is a 
startling one. He affirms on the strength of a 
letter from the Clerk of the District Court in 
the county in which he lives that the cattle 
barons in the strip have secured immunity 
from interference of the troops sent there to 
drive them out by the payment of fifty cents 
a hoof in money and in notes to officials of the 
{Interior Department, in consideration of 
which they returned to the strip with their 
cattle and are still there and the commander 
of the troops was notitied not to molest them. 
Mr. Simpson backs up the charges contained 
in this letter withthe statement that he has the 
names of the men who have paid the money 
and that the notes are in the Kiowa Bank in 
his (Simpson’s) county and the House can at 
any time have access to them. This is a grave 
charge and if true any official who has been 
guilty of this corruption should be punished. 
The Secretary of the Interior himself should 
initiate the investigation, as the charges con- 


cern officials in his department. Inthe mean- } 


time the House should no longer delay the 
passage of the bill. The cattle barons now 
have no rights in the strip. They were long 
ago ordered to leave. A satisfactory agree- 
ment has been made with the Indians. The 
prices have been fixed. The future occupants 
are waiting and have long been waiting to go 
in and secure their homes. If the bill is passed 
at once it will be three months before the 
strip can be opened under the President’s proc- 
lamation. If it is put off to the next session, 
it will be a long time before any- 
thing can be done. Why is it delayed? Is 
there any good reason why the bill should not 
be passed at once? 


SUCCESS OF RECIPROCITY. 

During the eleven months ending with May 
last a total of 68,239,841 yards of cotton goods 
were exported from the United States to the 
different countries south of us. This is 12,- 
658,888 yards or 22 per cent increase over 
the quantity exported in the corresponding 
time of the fiscal year next preceding. The 
following table shows thedistribution, the two 
asterisks in the right hand column denoting 


each a decrease:

It may be thought that the great gains here 
noted were mostly if not altogether due to 
lower prices because of cheap raw material. 
But this deduction is negatived by the fact 
that in the same time the exports of cotton 
goods from Great Britain to the whole of 
South America decreased 1,685,000 yards, while 
to Brazil alone the decrease was nearly 27,- 
900,000 yards. And it will be remembered in 
this connection that Brazil is the only country 
the reciprocal treaty with which has been in 
existence sufficiently long to be really impor- 
tant. And it is reported that the exports from 
this country include descriptions of cotton 
goods that were never before sent to Brazil. 
This because the demand there has undergone 
important changes since the emancipation of 
the siaves. The demand for blue drills, which 
used to be the staple export, has fallen 
off to small dimensions, and better kinds are 
now desired. Also it is noted that a much 
greater interest than heretofore is taken by 
our maaufacturers and their agents in the possi- 
bilities of South American markets, and that 
they show more disposition to accommodate 
themselves to the requirements of the peoples 
with whom they wish to trade. This aids the 
advantages given under the treaty with Brazil 
perhaps to almost an equal extent, and the 
fact speaks volumes for the probable future 
of our trade relations with that country and 
othersin Latin America, Reciprocity is not 
only a fixed fact, but a successful one. It is 
no longer a mere theory, but a condition, and 
that satisfactory. It would be much more so 
had the power to discriminate against those 
unwilling to reciprocate been greater. 


BALE THE HORSE MANURE. 

In his report for the year 1890, Dr. Swayne 
Wickersham, then Commissioner of Health 
for this city, gave some valuable statistics in 
relation to the disposal of garbage and ma- 
nure, and pressed the necessity of undertaking 
a radical reform in sanitary matters here. His 
report seemed to fall like seed upon stony 
places, the Council passing it by without a 
word of comment and in contemptuous 
silence. The document forms good reading 
now that the city fathers have resolved for 
sanitary reform. In particular that part of 
the report which was written by General 
Sanitary Officer Walter V. Hayt tells what is 
Jone in Brooklyn for the disposal of stable 
manure from the nearly 30,000 horses there. 
The garbage and other house refuse are more 
easily got rid of, being cast into the ocean. 
The manure is baled, “like hay or 
straw.” The cost of doing this is hardly 
more than that of carting the stuff to the 
manure pile, the bulk is greatly reduced and 
put into compact shape, fermentation and 
stink are prévented, thereby enhancing its 
value as a fertilizer by retaining the ammo- 
nia, and removal without offense is thus ren- 
dered possible. The farmers in the vicinity 
take the baled manure for fertilizing their 
lands. 

The report of Dr. W. estimated that outside 
of the Stock Yards this city contained atleast 
100,000 horses which produce 750 tons of ma 
nure daily. Allowing for the increase since 


wits way.“ 


of this vast daily production is removed by 
farmers during the winter, but in summer it 
is allowed to accumulate in the alleys because 
the agriculturists have then no use for or time 
to haul it. If pressed into bales, as in Brooklyn, 
it could be shipped to the,country and stored 
in good shape till wanted by the farmers 
and then be handled easily, but with the 
further advantage that the work of removal 
could be proceeded with all through the year, 
as the storing (or piling up) could be done in 
the country. The railroads would carry it off 
each day, earning freight for themselves and 
distributing a valuable fertilizer for ten miles 
around, where it would be used tothe best pos- 
sible advantage in recuperating the partially 
exhausted clay soils of Cook and neighboring 
counties. The horse owners of the city would 
soon see it to be to their own benefit, as well 
as to that of other citizens, to bale their ma- 
nure, including the straw used for bedding, 
and take it to the depot. This would be done 
without offense to the olfactory nerves of 
the people residing in the vicinity, and 
farmers would gladly pay the cost of rail 
transportation. It would be cheaper to them 
than to haul part of the stuff from the city, 
and they would geta much more profitable 
article, as they now take little else than the 
straw, leaving the most valuable part to be 
trodden into the soil of the alleys till it forms 
adeep soil for itseif. The wastefulness of 
the present methods is apparent when it is re- 
membered that all this stuff, which is allowed 
to be a noxious nuisance in the city, has a 
real commercial value, which will merease as 
the years roll by bringing further im poverish- 
ment of the soil due to continuous cropping 
without a restoration of material which the 
cereals and the grasses take from the land. 
The hauling away of this manure has been 
the great trouble and cost hitherto. Both 
would be greatly reduced by the baling 
process, which should therefore be insisted 
upon and at once. The Common Council has 
yet two sessions to hold before adjournment, 
and should utilize them to finish the good 
work it has so well begun, It ought to order 
at once that the 1,000 tons of horse manure 
produced iu this city each day and piled in the 
alleys as a nuisance shall be baled, thus put- 
ting it in shape in which it can be handled 
easily and transported outof the city with 
least offense *to citizens. This would be far 
from the least important provision made and 
to be made for the health and cleanliness of 
the city. Dr. Hsyt puts the case mildly in

Deduct- 
ing the Parnellites and the Laborites from 
Gladstone’s majority, he would have only 30 
left, and if the Parnellites and Laborites 
should act with the Tories his majority would 
be reduced to 18. The Standard, the chief 
Tory organ, seems to think that the Parnell- 
ites may act with the Tories. They will 
hardly do so, however. But some of the Par- 
nellites are rather desperate gamesters. They 
are certainly an unreliable quantity in sup- 
port of Gladstone, who will need ail his old- 
time skill and courage to steer eats the 
breakers ahead.

In proof of this it need 
only be pointed out that in 1889, when the 
total assessment was $4,220,000 the re- 
bate was $1,059,000. In 1890 the 
total assessment was $6,987,000 and 
the rebate was $1,396,000. in 1891 
the assessment aggregated $8,790,000 and the 
rebate $1,496,000. ‘These tigures show that the 
assessment was from 20 to 25 per cent above 
cost. It could hardly be otherwise, seeing 
that the engineers and the asssessment com- 


missioners follow the rules and estimates on 
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prices of ten years ago. 

It was shown some days ago that pavements 
with cedar blocks contracted for at 86 cents 
per square yard were estimated at $1.25 per 
square yard. On investigation it turned out 
that all cedar block pavements are estimated 
at $1.25 per square yard, though the contract 
price has not exceeded $1 per square yard in 
five years.

Mayor Washburne Will Act Favorably on 
the Swift Crematory Ordinance. 
Mayor Washburne announced yesterday 

that he would approve the Swift ordinance in 
reference to crematories passed Monday even- 
ing. He will have a conference in a few days 
with the members of the Finance committee 
and Commissioner Ware as to the best plan of 
carrying the project into effect. The plan 
that will probably be adopted will call for the 
erection of crematories by private arrange- 
ment on which the city will be allowed op- 
tions, During the time that the furnaces are 
in operation on trial the city will provide for 
the cremation of garbage by a per ton con- 
tract. 

Both Commissioner Ware and Mayor Wash- 
burne are opposed to an expenditure of $75,- 
000 or $80,000 for furnaces that may not prove 
satisfactory. By the other plan the city will 
receive free of cost the nenefit of experiments.

CALIFORNIA ROADS ARE HURTING © 


THEIR OWN INTERESTS. 
— 


High Rates Are Maintained to Enable the 
Lines to Pay Excessive Commissions— 
The Santa Fe Fails to Make Good Its 
Promises — The Wisconsin Lumber 
Troubles—Gen. Torrence’s Model Freight 
House—The Baltimore and Ohio's New 
Route—Other Railway News. 

Several months ago the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa #6 railroad company informed the 
roads in the Western Traffic Association that 
June 15 it would reduce second-class passen- 
ger rates from the Missouri Riverto California 
points to $14.70. The reason why the Santa 
Fé proposed to make that rate was that al- 
though the regular rate was $35 the roads 
were paying a commission to ticket and 
steamship agents of $20,30, leaving the road a 
net rate of only $14.70. It justly claimed that 
the commission paid to outside agents should 
be given directly to the public; the railroads 
would then receive justas much as they do 
now and the business of the roads would be 
more than quadrupled; and consequently the 
revenues of the road would be much larger. 
The Santa Fé received much praise from the 
press and the California public for the public- 
spirited stand it took in that matter at the 
time; but June 15 has passed by and the 
Santa Fé has taken no action whatever as re- 
gards the proposed reduction in rates, and it 
does not look at present that it means to carry 
out its intention. | 

The charge is now freely made that the 
Santa Fé has simply been playing a game of 
bluff to secure concessions from the other 
roads. Whether it has recdived such conces- 
sions or other inducements to keep it from 
putting the rates down to a fair basis has not 
been learned, but Tun Trrsunz has it from 
most reliable authority that the New York 
steamship agents, in order to keep up their 
commission of $20.30 on each ticket, have 
offered to send a fair proportion of the em- 
grant traffic over the Santa Fé. Whether this 
proposition has been accepted by the Santa Fé 
or not has not been ascertained, but there are 
many people who think that it has something 
to do with the failure of the road to reduce 
the rates as announced. 

No other explanation cau be made of the 
company’s present position unless it is the 
fear that the other roads may carry out their 
threat and reduce regular passenger rates 
from Chicago to all points in the West. It is 
hardly probable, however, that the other 
roads would be so unwise as to cut their own 
throats by cutting down the rates to Missouri 
River and Colorado points to unprofitable 
figures, simply to punish the Santa F for do- 
ing the fair thing towards the California peo- 
ple on. business in which most of the Westera 
lines have but little interest. The whole Pa-

Western roads. If the amounts now 
given as commission to outside 
agents and . were applied 
for the benefit of the public, the railroads 
would get the same net rate they do now and 
the influx of emigration would become 80 
great as to revive all business interests in Cal- 
ifornia from San Francisco to San Diego, 
atid put wealth in the treasuries of the Cali- 
fornia roads, which would soon find their fa- 
cilities for handling the business much too 
small. It is almost beyond comprehension, it 
is said, that railroad companies should be so 
blind to their own interests as to pursue a 
course that will prevent the building up of a 
section of the country that with fair treat- 
ment woulc prove a bonanza for them. 


EAU CLAIRE LUMBER TARIFFS, 


Trying to Prevent a Genéral Reduction in 
Rates from Wisconsin Points. 

The Traffic Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the roads in the Western Freight 
Association were again in session all day yes- 
terday considering rates on lumber from Eau 
Claire and other Wisconsin points. As stated 
yesterday the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
gion a week or two ago made a ruling that 
lumber rates from Eau Claire must not be 
more than 24¢ cents per 100 pounds above the 
rates from Winona and La Crosse, Wis. The 
Milwaukee and St. Paul at once declared its 
intention tocomply with the order of the 
commission, and announced that it would at 
the same time reduce correspondingly the 
rates from Menomonee and other Wisconsin 
points. 

While no objection was made to the St. 
Paul’s proposed reduction in lumber rates 
from ‘Eau Claire, as ordered by 
the commission, the Burlington and 
one or two other roads contend that 
under the agreement of the Western Freight 
Association it has no right to make reduced 
rates from other Wisconsin points, as the long 
and short haul section is not affected by the 
reduction ordered by the commission from 
Eau Claire, Against this the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul contends that unless it makes cor- 
responding reductions from Menominee and 

ints in Wisconsin, similarly situated as Eau 
‘laire, it will soon encountér the same trouble 
that it has had with the Eau Claire lumber 
3 All day was consumed in trying to 
find a scheme whereby 4 general reduction 
from Wisconsin points can be prevented 
without detinite results. 


SWORE THEY UNDERWEIGHED CARBS. 


Damaging Testimony in the Case Against 
Howell, Jewett & Co. 

Sr. Jos urn, Mo., July 19.—The testimony 
in the Inter-State Commerce case in the 
United States Court in which Howell, Jewett 
& Oo. are charged with violating this law by 
underweighing cars and bribing agents of the 
Rock Island road was extremely damaging to 
the defendants. C. E. Holbert, agent of the 
Rock Island and also of the Western Weighing 
Association at St. Joseph, testified that during 
the year of 1889 he received about $1,000 from 
the Atchison company through Mr. Pierce, 
their confidential representative. 

Mr. Pierce confirmed this testimony and 
swore that he paid Holbert money at various 
times, 

Another witness who is also in the employ 
of the railroad company and the Western 
Weighing Association swore that Howell, 
Jewett & Co. threatened to secure his removal 
unless he consented to undérweigh cars. He 
finally did consent and was paid money by 
Howell, Jewett & Co., $60 of which is now in 
the bank at Atchison. 


NOT WORKING FOR GLORY. 


How Western Shippers Interpret the Ac- 
tions of a Firm in Toledo. 

Oman, Neb., July 19.—The session of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission here to- 
day was short and apparently valueless. C.

SIVE STREET IMPROVEMENTS, 


The Plans Prepared Contemplate Whole- 


sale Changes Throughout the City— 
Where the Different Paving Material 
Will Be Used—Water Pipes to Be Laid 
on Many Thoroughfares—Little Objec- 
tion to Special Ass ent—Commission- 

er Sheehan Offers a Novel Pian. 5 
Special Assessment Commissioner Sheehan 
entertained a host of callers at his office yes- 
terday who had questions to ask ab out the 
wholesale street improvement ordinances 
passed by the Council Monday night. He 
said that fully as many more ordinances 
would be presented to the Council next Mon- 
day night, and told one inquirer that the list 
of municipal improvements contemplated 
would fill five columns of close print. The 193 
separate ordinances lumped together in an 
omnibus bill which the Council rushed 
through provide for the paving of eighteen 

streets, of which the following is the list: 
y-first street, from Cottage Grove avenue to 
| boulevard; Fifty-second street, from 
boulevard to Cottage Grove avenue 5 For- 


ty-fifth street, from Woodlawn avenue to Drexel 
boulevard; Archer avenue, from Western avenue 


to Thirty-ninth street; Thirty-eighth street, from 


Archer avenue to Kedzie avenue; California ave- 
nue, from Thirty-ninth street to Illinois and Mich- 
igan canal; Grant avenue, from Thirty-fifth street 
to Thirty-ninth street; Blanchard avenue, from 
Thirty-fifth street to Thirty-ninth street; Co 
Grove avenue, from Fifty-first street to 
ninth street; Loomis street, from Madison street 
to Van Buren street; Seventieth court, from Web- 
ster avenue to Rock Island railroad; Twentieth 
street, from State street to Clark street; South 
Park avenue, from Twenty-ninth street to Thirty- 
fifth street; Thirty-fifth street, from Cottage

Of the alleys to be ey y about sixty are 
located in the Third Ward and thirty-five in 
the Twenty-fourth Ward. They are in differ- 
ent sections of the city. Cedar blocks are to 
be used in every case. 

Cost of the Improvements, 


The total expenditure for improvements 
provided for in the ordinances of Monda 
night and of the preceding week will reac 
approximately $500,000, If the ordinances, 


which will be presented next Monaay, are 


approved, the total cost will reach $1,000,000, 

n addition to the paving ordinances, au- 
thority was given to build water service pipes 
in the following streets: 

Green street, from Fifty-sixth street to Fifty- 
seventh street; Maplewood avenue, from North 
avenue to Bloomingdale road; Duncan Park, 
from Princeton avenue to Stewart avenue; West 
court, from Belmont avenue to South terminus; 
Morgan street, from Fifty-first street to Fifty- 
fourth street; Fifty-ninth street, from Raven- 
court Park to Clark street; Oakdale street, from. 
Shetlield avenue to Racine avenue; Ashland ave- 
nue, from Pifty-ninth street to Claremont avenue; 
Clifton Park avenue, from Ogden avenue to Doug- 
las avenue; Wa street, from Clybourn 
avenue to Fullerton avenue; Walnut street, 
from Clark street to Ravenswood Park;

In soine of these streets water mains have 
been laid, but the improvements, though 
nominally including only pipes running into 
the fronting property, really contemplate the 
construction of mains where none exist. 
Water mains have been ordered im 100 streets. 
The average cost of each will be $6,000, or in 
round numbers something like $600,000 for 
the entire work. Ten thousand people will be 
served by these water ws wet ae ne They 
are not at present absolutely deprived of 
the water service, but in many of the locali- 
ties involved the supply is inadequate, 

Five sewers, costing $75,000, are provided 
for by the Council’s action. They are in the 
following streets: 

Washburn avenue, from Washtenaw avenue to 
Taliman avenue; Hart street, from Kinzie street to 
300 feet north; Mosprat street, from Springer ave- 
nue to southern terminus; bud avenue, from 
Western avenue to Bioomingdale road; Augusta 
street, from Rockwell street to Western avenue. 

Changes All Needed, 


At the City Hall it is said that all of these 
improvements are strictly necessary. The 
majority of them have been urged, it is said, 
by the property owners. The condition of 
many alleys, it is declared, is such as to make 
it impossible to trundle a wheelbarrow, let 
alone drive a loaded wagon, through them. 
Commissioner Sheehan says there will be no 
opposition to the special assessment tax from 
property owners who live in Chicago. The 
non-resident holders he thinks will as usual 
object. But even in their cases he looks for 
little kicking.“ The assessment is so dis- 
tributed as to fall lightly upon different sec- 
tions. As to districts the heaviest burden will 
be borne by the Twelfth Ward. The assess- 
ment there will reach probably $200,000, This 
special tax will, of course, not be collectible 
until next summer. But notwithstanding this 
many of the improvements will be 
completed before next November. The con- 
tractors will take the city’s paper in payment. 

Sometimes they cannot realize more than 
88 cents for it, said Mr. Sheehan. Our as- 
sessment system should be changed and im- 
proved to meet existing wants. My idea is 
that we should adopt a plan which has suc. 
ceeded in Ohio and Canada—that is: to issue 
short-term bonds to cover street impr ve- 


ments. The bonds should run for one year; 


they should be based on and be a lien upon 
the property directly affected by the street 
improvements. They should not be issued 
until the improvement is completed and 
they should be paid and canceled as 
soon as the assessment is collected. 
As we do business now poor people are often 
assessed in excess of needs, because it is th> 
practice to over-estimate the cost of street 
paving. Thusa man who cannot afford it 
may be kept out of the use of say $50 or $100 
for a long time./ He gets it back finally in the 
shape of a rebate, but in the meantime he has 
suffered. * 

The rebate system, which is a source of 
constantly increasing expense and trouble to 
the city, would thus be wiped out. It is not 
well understood what the rebate work 
amounts to now.

SITUATION IN MISSOURI. 


Rain Has Iuterfered with Harvesting in 
Some Sections—Fruit Light. 

Cotoumsia, Mo., July 19.—The weather crop 
bulletin of the Missouri Weather Service for 
the week ending July 16: The deficiency in 
temperature for the week ranged from 4° in 
the south to 6°in the north portion, while 
the rainfall, which was confined to a series of 
heavy and badly distributed showers, gave an 
average or excessive deposit only in the cen- 
tral and south central portion of the State. A 
few scattering counties in the north and west 
also report heavy showers, 

The general conditions, while favorable to 
growing crops, have been detrimental to hay- 
ing, harvesting, stacking, and thrashing. A 
large amount of hay, oats, and wheat is re- 
ported injured or spoiled by rain. Much 
wheat is reported as pecans in the shock or 
stack. Early corn generally fair, clean, 
and laid by, but the late plant is needing 
work generally and rain in many sections. 
What wheat has been thrashed yields fair. 
Oats are generally poor and affected by rust. 
Potatoes are coming on fairly well, but con- 
siderable rut is noticed. 

Fruit of all kinds is light. General wind- 
storms July 13 and 14, with heavy rains and 
some hail 15 and 16, did considerabie damage. 


CONDITIONS IN ILLINOIS, 


Rainfall a Trifle Below Normal in Some 
Sections—Outlook Good. 

Sprinerie tp, III., July 19.—[Special. ]}—The 
weather crop bulletin of the Illinois weather 
service, codperating with the United States 
Weather Bureau, gives the following summary 
of the weather and crop conditions throughout 
Illinois during the week ending July 18: 

The temperature of the last seven days has 
been below the normal throughout the State. 
At Springfield the aaily deficiency was nearly 
6°. An average amount of sunshine prevailed 
during the week. Except in a few counties 
the rainfall has been below a seasonable aver- 
age and uneventy distributed. In the north- 
ern counties it ranged from 0 to .98 of an 
inch, in the central counties from 0 to 1.59, 
and in the southern counties from 0 to 2.00 
inches. The heaviest rainfalls reported for 
the week were: Johnson, 2.05; White, 2; 
Schuyler, 1.59; Morgan and Green, 1.50; 
Sangamon, 1.51; St. Clair, 1.40. 

Notwithstanding the cool weather which has 
prevailed during the last two weeks, corn is 
makmg a rapid growth. In the northern 
counties it is reported growing fast, but con- 
siderable of it is uneven and weedy. In the 
central and southern counties it is reported in

WASHBURN’S ANTI-OPTION AMEND- 
MENTS AGREED TO, 


Efforts to Displace It on the Calendar 
Beaten, but Even if It Passes a Confer- 
ence Will Be Necessary—Senators Dis- 


like Dilatory Tactics— Raum Will Not 


Resign—Chile Agrees to Pay an Indem- 
nity—Cireuit Court of Appeals Bill Fails 
of Approval. 


Wasurnoton, D. C., July 19.— [Special.]! — 
Open filibustering is not popular in the Sen- 
ate. This was shown when Mr. Wolcott re- 
newed his dilatory tactics against the Anti- 
Option bill. Today at 2 o’clock the Anti-Op- 
tion bill came up as unfinished business. Mr. 
Morgan of Alabama had the floor, discussing 
one of his endless silver resolutions. Mr. 
Wolcott said the resolution was an interesting 
one and moved that its discussion contiuue. 
This would have aisplaced the Anti-Option 
bill. Mr. Wolcott’s motion was voted down 
by 50 to 7 and the reading of the 
bill went forward. His tactics do not 
really delay the bill. It is a much 
easier way to fill in the time with long 
speeches, observing all the forms of Senatorial 
tradition. But Mr. Wolcott’s impetuous tem- 
perament cannot brook this droning. 
while the bill was not much advanced, for the 
discussion was not fairly opened. It will all 
come down to the point whether Washburn 
can hold a majority of the Senators against 
an adjournment resolution till the Anti-Option 
bill is acted on. 

Today Mr. Washburn put in the amend- 
ments heretofore printed, the chief one of 
which is to make the bill take effect Sept. 1. 
He added some amendments to cover foreign 
trading in options. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas offered some amend- 
ments designed to save .the cotton grower 
from giving 4 lien on bis lands. Mr. Gibson 
of Louisiana put in a whole grist of proposed 
modifications, making the bill apply to about 
everything that grows in the ground. His 
colleague, Mr. White, promised to offer some 
further modifications tomorrow.
